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Steve Hudson was pinned 
in his wrecked automobile 
Friday morning from about 
2:00 a.m. until 6:30 a.m. 
when rescuers found him 
and managed to pry him out 
of the car. 

The accident happened on 
the Troy Highway, about one- 


jhalf mile north of Matthews 


Grocery. A nearby resident 
who heard what turned out to 


be the crash, said he woke to 
a noise but after walking out 
on his porch couldn't see 
anything, and traffic was still 
moving, so he went back to bed. 

About daylight, a man com- 
ing to Elba noticed the wrecked 
car, and after getting to work, 
called police, thinking it might 
not have been reported. Elba 
police rushed to the scene and 
found the car down an embank- 


ment, and Hudson pinned in- 
side. The rescue squad, Elba . 
police, Sheriff Neal Grantham 
and others worked for thirty 
minutes before freeing the 


man. Reports indicate his 
injuries‘ were not serious, 
even though he was pinned in 
the car for over four hours.

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Jim Williams 
Reports On 


Road Work 


James E. Williams, Dis- 
trict Engineer with the Ala- 
bama Highway Department, 
on Monday, gave his fellow 
Rotarians a detailed report 
on the Highway Department 


plans and how they affected- 


Elba and Coffee County. 

First he reported on the 
widening of the bridge on 
Highway 84. He said the last 
slab had been poured; they 
would start “backfilling” this 
week and hoped to finish the 
guard rail in the near future. 
He said that when the bridge 
and four-laning out to the city 
limits was first planned, the 
budget called for a cost of 
$297,000 to be spent out of 


the Governor’s Death Trap. 


funds. Now, three years 
later, $618,088 has been 
Spent and the project is not 
yet complete. Williams cited 
increased cost of steel, con- 
crete, labor, form lumber and 
some bad weather as causes 
for the overrun. He also 
noted that over half of this 
money has been spent in 
Elba on goods and services. 

Williams said work on the 
four-laning of Highway 87 
North should be finished in a 
month or two. He said they 
still had some bad places to 
repair. According to Williams, 
this project is being done al- 
most entirely with state funds. 
The federal government has 
pitched in $91.17, he told the 
Rotarians. This project was 
budgeted for $170,000 and has 
cost the state $456,135.42, and 
it is not finished! He cited 
the same reasons for the cost 
overrun on this project. 

A subject of interest to 
local people is the planned 
closing of the local. prisor 
cainp, said Williams. He said 
Camp Elba is one of five still 
operating in Alabama, and it 
will be closed by December 
31. He said the closing was 
an economy move on the part 
of the Highway Department. 
Williams said he was happy 
with the closing. “The con- 
victs have been a thorn in 
my side.” He said it would 
be much cheaper on his de- 
partment to hire labor rather 
than maintain the camp. 

The only bad thing to 
Williams is that the prison 
guards will probably have to 
move from the area if they 
continue working with the 
state as guards. 

When asked if the camp 
would close completely, 
Williams said he didn’t know 
if the Board of orrections 
would continue to operate it in 
view of the overcrowded con- 
ditions in the prisons. He 
added that if they did, he would 
continue to use the convicts 
on a day-to-day basis,as long 
as they maintained the camp. 

Williams also- said the lat- 
est economy move will elimi- 
nate the practice of state 
crews doing work for muni- 
cipalities - even when the 
cities paid for the work. 


Girls Caught 
Passing Bad Checks 


The Elba Police Department 
reported Wednesday morning 
that they have the names of four 
Junior High School girls who 
have passed forged checks 
around Elba during the past 
several days. 

It seems the girls acquired 
some checks on an Enterprise 
bank belonging to Mrs. R. D. 
Johnston and after filling out 
and signing her name on the 
checks, cashed several ofthem 
around Elba. Police report that 
the girls have admitted cashing 
checks at Jack Vaughan Hard- 
ware, M & M Grocery, Coffee 
Auto Parts and Elba Drug Com- 
pany. 
The checks were beginning 
to bounce Wednesday morning 
and two of the girls returned 
to one of the stores to try 
another check. The store own- 
er turned them down and fol- 
lowed them when they left his 
store to be sure he could re- 
cognize them later. This 
frightened the girls, according 
to police and they discarded 
the checkbook and two checks 
they had already filled out to 
cash. 

After being questioned by 
Elba police and sheriff's dep- 
uties the girls confessed and 
told officers where the other 
checks could be found. Police 
expected to file formal charges 
and meet with the girls and 
their parents later Wednes- 
day (yesterday). 


Union On Strike Avainst Dorsey Trailers 


Dorsey Trailer employees 
who are members of the Int- 
ernational Association of 
Machinists (IAM) went on 
strike Monday morning after 
their contract expired. They 
were out in force Monday 
morning during the normal 
time for reporting to work. 

A union member told this 
newspaper that inflation had 
them in a bad position - ‘‘we 
just need more money.”’ 

Both Dorsey management 
and union representatives de- 
clined to discuss the status of 
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negotiations saying, ‘‘We 
would rather negotiate around 
the table than in the news- 
paper.’’ This has been the 
position of both during pre- 
vious strikes at the local pl- 
ant. 

An October 22 news re- 
lease from the Dorsey Cor- 
poration devoted a whole par- 
agraph to the depressed sales 
in the cargo trailer industry. 
It said that ‘‘earnings for the 
year are at about the break- 
even level.’ It also noted 
that trailer shipments have 


closely followed the Gross 
National Product index. This 
index has been rising lately, 
and if it continues, the com- 
pany expects increased de- 
mand. 

A source close tothe union 
repeated the statement about 
workers needing more money 
and said he understood the 
position of management. 


‘They have no way of fore- 
casting the uncertain future, 
and therefore don't know for 
sure how much they can af- 
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ford to pay the workers.”’ 

The spirits of the strikers 
were high Monday when the 
above picture was being made. 
Most of the men have either 
been in previous ELBA 
CLIPPER pictures, or are 
personal friends and sub- 
scribers, and they readily 
held their posters high for 
the photographer, and con- 
tinued to offer suggestions 


for pictures as the CLIPPER 
photographer talked with their 
fellow strikers. 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday evening withall mem- 
bers present. The meeting got 
underway on time at seven with 
almost a room full of visi- 
tors. Those present other 
than THE ELBA CLIPPER pub- 
lisher were: Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Matthews, Charles 
Cox, Charles Hayes Ill, Grady 
Lanier of Alabama Electric 
Co-op; Johnny Ward, Bill Hurd 
and three police officers, Pete 
Daugherty, Max Rayborn and 
Leo Foreman. (Police Chief 
Johnston and City Clerk Jack 
Prescott are regulars.) 

The first order of busi- 
hess was to hear a complaint 
from Mr. and Mrs. Matthews. 
Around midnight Saturday 
night they called the police 
Station and reported their 
home was filled with smoke. 
Two police officers rushed to 
the scene to assisi in find- 
ing the source. Minutes later 
the fire department was cal- 
led out to assist. Matthews, 
a member of the fire depart- 
ment himself, felt the fire 
truck should have been dis- 
patched when his wife first 
called. However, radio ope- 
rator Leo Foreman explained 
that he understood her to ask 
for help in locating the reason 
for the smoke, and said he 
told her he would send the 
police. 

Matthews said he was under 
the impression that the police 
checked to see if a fire truck 
was needed before the fire 
truck was ever called. Po- 
lice Chief Johnston showed a 
written instruction sheet he 
issued to radio operators in 
1974 instructing that the fire 
trucks were to be called 
FIRST, and then the police 
were to be dispatched to the 
scene. He explained that the 
police arrived first because 
they were either cruising or 
were right at their patrol car 
and didn't have the delay of 
going to the station first. 

The council explained to 
the Matthews and to Fire 
Chief Charles Cox that this 
incident was apparently a case 
of a breakdown in communica- 
tions and was not City policy. 
Chief Cox then asked about a 
recent fire when the fire de- 
partment was not called out. 
He said some of his firemen 
had heard on the radio about 
the department being called to 
a fire at the Eddie Joe Moore 
home. The firemen said they 
didn’t ever get the call. The 
police officers said that the 
person calling in the fire 
report said there was no need 
to send the fire truck - the 
roof was falling in already. 
Two police officers and a for- 
rest ranger were dispatched 
to the scene to keep the fire 
from spreading. THE ELBA 
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.. Council Talks About Fire 


CLIPPER was on the scene at 


this fire, and this was the 
story that was reported in 
this newspaper. 


Mr. Grady Lanier of Ala- 
bama Electric Co-op was back 
before the council to get ap- 
proval of an ordinance allow- 
ing AEC to construct facilities 
to supply Elba with electricity. 
After a short discussion on 
the make-up of AEC, the coun- 
cil approved the matter. Lanier 
explained this is renewal of 
a contract that has expired. 

Street Superintendent 
Johnny Ward reported to the 
council on his study of the 
drainage problem behind 
Brookdale. The council in- 
structed Ward to follow his 
own recommendations, and try 
to get permission from prop- 


_erty owners to complete the 


necessary work. 

Ward also reported on the 
pressing need for work on the 
Taylor Mill Road at the “Big 
Ditch.” He said it has washed 
out under the six-foot pipe, 
and the road is in danger of 
caving in. = 

The matter of extending 
the Elba city limits was again 
discussed, but any decisionon 
the matter was postponed until 
the next meeting. 

Also tabled was any action 
on the Rescue Squad. It was 
brought to the attention of the 
council by Mayor Sawyer that 
the Alabama Legislature had 
passed a bill allowing cities 
more freedom in this area. 
The matter was tabled until 
additional information could 
be presented. 

A skating rink for the Elba 
recreation program again 
cropped up at-the council 
meeting. The council wastold 
that possibly a 50-50 federal 
grant could be secured for 
this project. Mayor Sawyer 
then asked, ‘‘Gentlemen, 
where is our 50% coming 
from?’’ There was noanswer 
other than a comment that 
part of it could be ‘‘in kind’’ 
(city workers doing work.) 

The boat landing at the 
city pool was discussed, and 
Mayor Sawyer said it was his 
understanding that the highway 
department had an agreement 
with the conservation people 
to keep it clean. This was to 
be checked out. 

The council tabled a plan 
to pay for the cleaning of the 
policemen uniforms, saying if 
it was fair for police, it was 
fair for other employees, and 
the city didn't have funds to 
do either. 

Chief Johnston reported 
briefly on the impact of the 
new Judicial Article oncities. 
This will be effective Decem- 
ber 27, 1977. 

A motion was passed to re-

ALABAMIANS RETAIN NOVEMBER 11 
AS DAY TO HONOR VETERANS 


On November 11, 1918, as the guns of World War I 
fell silent on the bloodsoaked European battle fronts, 
Americans heaved a sigh of relief that the war-to-end-wars 
had at last itself come’to an end. In less than a year's ac- 
tion, the American First Army had suffered more than 
117,000 casualties. 

On November 11, 1921, Americans observed the first 
Armistice Day approved by Congress to honor the memory 
of those who gave their lives as members of our armed 
forces in World War I. 

Since that day, the United States has been involved in 
longer and more expensive conflicts in terms of human 
lives and suffering-- World War. II, Korea and 
Vietnam -- and this week Alabamians and most 
Americans will once again honor the millions of patriotic 
citizens who answered the cell of their Nation in its time of 
need. Not only will we remember those who gave their lives 
and who suffered wounds in battle, but also we will 
remember the contributions and sacrifices of all those men 
and women who served in their country’s armed forces 
during war and during peace. 

George Washington, in addressing the Legislature of 
the State of Connecticut during the first year of his 
Presidency said, ‘I have obeyed 2 summons to which I can 
never be insensible... When my country demands the 
sacrifice, personal ease must always be a secondary con- 
sideration." : 

Alabamians can take particular pride in the fact that 
their sons and daughters have always been in the forefront 
in defending the basic rights and liberties of all 
Americans. More than 400,000 living Alabamians have 
fought in wars -- from the Spanish-American war through 
Vietnam -- because of.their love of country. Many others 
have served in peacetime for the same reason. 

Americans live in freedom and security today because 
of our veterans’ loyalty and devotion to duty. The deter- 
mination and effort of our veterans, mort than any bronze 
plaque or stone marker, serves as a fitting memori4l to 
America’s Veterans on Veterans Day, 1975, in Alabama.

1 can large tomatoes 
1 can red kidney beans 


2 or 3 tablespoons chili 
powder (according to 
taste) 

1/2 teaspoon garlic 

2 tablespoons vinegar 


powder 


the fat and quickly 
ground beef,stir- 
in a sauce- 


Then 


Heat 
brown the 
ring constantly 
pan so it doesn’t burn 
add the chopped onions. 


When the onions become 
translucent, add the tomato 
sauce, tomatoes, beans, chili

A DUTY TO PRODUCE 

The legislature of Alabama 
has failed to live up to its 
Constitutional obligation to 
pass a budget to fund public 
education in our state. A great 
deal of serious work obviously 
remains. A special session of 
the legislature begins Novem- 


ber 3 with primary focus on 
the Education budget and 
whatever additional legislature 
is approved for consideration. 

Throughout the regular ses- 
sion, which ended on October 
9, I encouraged the responsible 
passage of a good education 
budget for the new fiscal year. 
Yet a very complex mixture 
of personalities and interests 
delayed budgetary decisions 
while the people of Alabama 
grew increasingly impatient for 
action, The closing days and 
hours of the session saw much 
confusion and a scramble to 
maintain the respect of the 
citizens. Though many good 
laws resulted from the session, 
including a workable General 
Fund budget, a certain amount 
of anxiousness remains in our 
political atmosphere. 

While a temporary budget, 
enacted by executive order, 
allows schools and colleges 
across the state to continue 
in operation, it is my intention 
to see a sound, permanent 
education budget approved as 
quickly as possible. Your elec- 
ted representatives in govern- 
ment will, I believe, respond to 
the very valuable criticism and 
suggestions that many of you, 
as concerned Alabamians, in- 
creasingly provide. 

Within this process, it is also 
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my goal to reduce the amount 
of misunderstanding of ideas 
and intentions which has af- 
fected recent budgetary de- 
liberation. For example; there 
has been a great deal of con- 
fusion about the issue of 
“diversion”. In the final anal- 
ysis, the only question for the 
legislature was “how much” 
diversion there would be rather 
than a simple yes-no decision. 
Both legislators and educa- 
tional leaders recognized and 
agreed to this fact. Yet many 
people inside and outside gov- 
ernment remained uncertain on 
the issue and therefore were 
less prepared to express a 
workable position, It is this 
type of confusion that I want 
to eliminate through clear 
explanation of such questions 
early in the process and by 
encouraging legislators to re- 
spond rapidly to questions and 
Suggestions from our citizens. 

I was disappointed, as I am 


sure most of you were, that no @ 


education budget was passed in 
the regular session. Yet I feel, 
and perhaps you will agree, 
that no budget is better than a 
bad one. A budget for educa- 
tion passed under the pressures 
of the last night of the session 
would have been dangerously 
close to this category.

Feldmesser, damage that can 
appear in northeastern turf 
in summer may be related to 
extensive nematode damage 
similar to that known to occur 
in Coffee County 

I visited some lawn plots 
at the Beltsville Experiment 
Station in Maryland this sum- 
mer and was impressed with 
the work being done there on 
lawns. We have the supplies 
to send in lawn nematode sam- 
ples at our office in New 
Brockton. 


GRAIN SUFFOCATION 

We do not store a lot of 
grain in huge grain bins in 
Coffee County. However, we 
have a number of smaller sto- 
rage facilities. People have 
suffocated ingrainbins. Some- 
times when grain has spoiled 
or on other occasions it may 
be necessary for the owner to 
enter the grain bin. Two pre- 
cautions are absolutely essen- 
tial. First, the person should 
never enter the grain bin when 


the unloading equipment is Op-: 


erating. Even a second person 
Standing by can be of little 
help because usually there is 
a lot of noise associated with 
operating a grain bin, and it 
may be difficult to understand 
what is going on. 

The second danger is that 
sometimes the grain mass may 
have gone slightly out of con- 
dition. It may stand almost

vertical as grain is with- 
drawn. The Slightest distur 
bance of the base of the spire 
can destroy the slight bridg- 
ing structure that holds _ it 
together. The wall of grain 
may then collapse into a wave 
of free flowing grain, and the

If you have to enter a bin 
in a dangerous circumstance, 
be sure to weara Safety har- 
ness tied to a rope. There 
Should also be two people out-

Another energy saver is 
better management of irriga- 
tion water. According to Davis, 
SCS estimates that by increas- 
ing the efficiency of both 
delivery systems and on-farm 
irrigation, farmers could save 
more than 230 million gallons 
of fuel each year. 

“Although we can save a 
Substantial amount of petro- 
leum using the knowledge we 
have now,” Davis said, “USDA 
and private groups are re- 
searching ways to save even 
more. And USDA is research- 
ing other energy sources, such 
as solar energy for drying 
crops and livestock wastes.” 

Davis appealed to the soil 
and water conservation dis- 
tricts to be aware of con- 
tinuing research on new en- 
ergy-saving practices, but also 
of the possible drawbacks in- 
volved. He gave as an ex- 
ample, the herbicides and in- 
secticides used with minimum 
tillage. 

“By keeping informed of 
current developments in ag- 
riculture, SCS and district peo- 
ple can help farmers use fuel 
more efficiently without cutting 
into their production,” Davis 
concluded.

These behavorial changes may 
be brought about by small 
changes in the brain. 

Manifestations of dementia va- 
ry considerably, reflecting the 
mental, social and emotional re- 
sources of a person before his 
illness strikes, 

The first symptom may be a 
decrease in expected level of 
functioning, and thus may be 
very closely tied to the person's 
work or professional — status. 
Symptoms that usher in the pro- 
cess of dementia are much the 
Same as those that occur in 
normal people who are exhaust- 
ed, anxious, or under severe 
pressure, Thus the frequent early 
complaint is that the person is 
“not himself,”’ 

Alzheimer and Pick 
are classical forms of presenile 
dementia. Another form, Hunt- 
ington may occur as 
early as during the first ten years 
Creutzfelt-Jakob Disease 
follows a more rapid course than 
other presenilé dementias. 

Impact of the disease can 
range trom mild to most severe 
and disabling.

Tigers Fall To 4-5 


Before Elba’s game last week, I chatted with ex-Andy bas- 
ketball coach Clayton Bryant, who is now the assistant princi- 
pal at Andalusia High School Coach Bryant told me that he 
thought this year’s Andalusia football team was the best the 
school had ever fielded

The Andalusia Bulldogs 
scored in every quarter last 
Friday night as they defeated 
the out-classed Elba Tigers, 
40-6. 

The win gives Andalusia a 
perfect 9-0 slated, while the 
loss leaves the Tigers witha 
4-5 record. 

Elba received the opening 
kick, but failed to move, and 
were forced to punt. Andalusia 
was stopped on their initial 
possession, but Elba’s offense 
was again stopped, and follow- 
ing a 37-yard punt by David 
Smith, the Bulldogs put the 
ball in play at their own 35- 
yardline. 

This time the high-powered 
Andy offense got cranked up, 
and moved 65 yards in only 
§ plays to take a 6-0 lead. 
The ‘Dog tally came with 3:39 
left inthe opening quarter when 
Bobby Johnson raced 35 yards 
for a touchdown. 

Elba’s offense managed 
two first-downs on their next 
possession, but the Tigerdrive 
was halted when Larry Phillips 
fumbled on the Andalusia 4l- 
yardline. 

The Bulldog offense again 
got cranked up following the 
fumble recovery, and marched 
59 yards in 7 plays to take a 
12-0 advantage. The score 
came when Bobby Johnson 
blasted over from 6 yards 
out. The p.a.t. again failed, 
aad with 10:33 left inthe second 
quarter the Andy lead was up 
to 12-0. 

Elba again mustered two 
first downs on their following 
possession, but the drive bogg- 
ed down, and after David 
Smith’s 44-yard punt, Andy 
ew over on their 20 yard- 
ine. 


By now the Andalusia 
offense was in high-gear, and 
the Bulldogs drove the 80- 
yards in 6-plays to take an 
18-0 lead. 

Clarence Ball got the td 
on an ll-yard gallup, and fol- 
lowing Bobby Johnsoui’s two- 
point conversion, the Andy lead 
had soared to 20-0 with 5:00 
still left in the half. 

Following an Elba punt 
the Andalusia offense put the 
ball in play at their 38-yard- 
line with only 1:39 left in the 
half. 

However, the Bulldogs had 
no intention of running out 
the clock, and two-plays later 
were in the Elba endzone with 
another touchdown. The 62- 
yard drive was covered by a 
55-yard pass from Sammy Ma- 
haffey to Len Shreve, and a 
7-yard scoring toss from the 
same duo one play later. The 
kick was successful, and at 
halftime Andalusia boasted a 
27-0 lead. 

Andalusia received the 
second half kick and promptly 
began another drive toward 
paydirt. With the Bulldogs at 
the Elba 15-yardline quarter- 
back Sammy Mahaffey dropped 
back to pass but Elba’s Teddy 
Barnes jarred the ball loose, 
and Barnes scooped up the 
pigskin and raced 8l-yards 
for a Tiger score.

‘We are always reluctant 
to increase our rates,’ Smith 
Said. ‘‘We have announced 
very few rate increases in 
our 20 years of operation, 
and we have made each in 
crease as small as possible, 
consistent with the District's 
Obligations to its customers 
and bond holders.’ 

An advertisement else- 
where in this issue of THE 
ELBA CLIPPER sets out pre- 
and post-November 20 rates 
Representative increases: On 
8,000 cubic feet per month, 
the bill goes from $18.63 to 
$20.17. On 30,000 cubic feet, 
the increase is from $55.63 
to $61.57 

There will be no increase 
in the mimimum bill (up to 
300 cubic feet per month), 
which remains at $1.85 

In discussing the new rates 
from his office in Andalusia,
